Dick Fanning, Contractor, carried oul the earthmoving works and removed mountains of 
Dalkey granite. Sportsground and Rdd Services completed the drainage works and finishing operations. 
We are indebted to the work of the two commiliees responsible for making this day possible. 

1 would especially like to thank our Club Secretary Padraig O'Connor and Treasurer Eamonn Brcnnan 
for their support and efforts over the last three years. Cuala has indeed been fortunate lo have men of 
their calibre on the Executive, My sincere thanks to all the Executive Committee for Iheir dedication to

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Cuala - A brief history 

Cuala hurling and football dub was formed in 1975 with the amalgamation of the Cuala Casements 
and Dalkey Milchels clubs. In 1978 the Naomh Mhuire Camogic Club from Sallynoggm came in 
under the banner to form the modem Cuala Hurling, Football and Camogie Club. Cuala is the 
ancient name for Ihe area from Dun Laoghaire to Bray and to the Sugarloaf mountain. 

The Cuala Club Is based in the Borough of Dun Laoghaire and there is some evidence of Gaelic games 
going back to the twenties. 

In Dalkey a dub called Si Begnct's, Dalkey was formed in the mid -fifties and achieved some success 
at junior level. The name of the dub was changed to Dalkey Milchels in the mid-sixties. In 1967 they 
won the Junior I Iurling Championship and in 1968 gained Senior status. Al the same time a Junior 
Football dub called St. Michaels played in Sallynoggin. 

Meanwhile in Dun Laoghaire in 1961 with the advent of street leagues and Ihe growth of hurling in 
Dun Laoghaire CBS, a dub was formed called Cuala boys. Another dub called Roger Casements 
was formed in 1967 and they amalgamated with Cuala boys to become Cuala Casements. 

Cuala Casements had much success especially in hurling with Ihe U/ 15, U /1 6 and U/1B 
championship treble being captured in 1969 and that record stands to this day. In 1972 the Junior 
Hurling Championship was won and in 1973 Ihe Minor Football League Division 1. 

From the amalgamation in 1975 the story far Cuala has ben one of conslanl progress and 
achievement. In 1976 Senior status was attained in 1 Iurling with the Intermediate League and 
Championship Double In the same year a very fine U/21 football team captured the Championship 
and League double. This team by and large carried on to win the Junior Championship in 1978 and 
the Intermediate Championship in 1 981 to attain Senior Status. Further successes were to follow with 
Senior Football League titles in 1982, 1984 and 1986. Again in Hurling Junior Championships wen? 
captured in I97B and 1985, and the U/16 Championship in 1981 and the Senior Boland cup in 1986. 
The Senior B Camogic Championship and League was won in 1985. 

However all this success and progress has bee surpassed in the last 3/4 years. In 1987 Cuala readied 
its first Senior I luriing Championship final and lost a dose game to Faughs. In 1988 Cuala shocked 
the Dublin G.A.A. world by beating four very fanned learns lo qualify for a first ever Senior Football 
Championship final before losing a tight match to PanteH's. 1989 however has finally seen Cuala 
make history by capturing its first Senior I Iurling Championship after a memorable campaign and 8 
games in all to defeat the famed St Vincents in the final. This was followed by the League Division I 
title and brilliant campaign In Leinsler induding a defeat of the All-Ireland Champions Buffers Alley 
after a replay and hopefully yesterday a Leinsler Title. 

From single adult teams in 1976 Ihe club has seen a huge expansion with (our adull football, three 
adult hurling and one adult Camogie teams and thirty teams in total. The juvenile base has been 
expanded considerably aver the last three years 

In 1985 the Cuala Bar was opened after many years of hard work and it is now fitting that Ihe pitch in 
Hyde Park has been re-levelled and is ready for action in the year Cuala have made history. This is 
adjacent to the dubs fine I tall and Social facilily in 1 iyde Park. Cuala also has usage of pitches in 
Shankill, Sallynoggin and Meadowvale. Regular Bingo takes place every Friday night. 

Many players from Cuala have represented their respective counties and Senior All- Ireland medals 
are held by Mick I lolden in fool ball and Dave Bemie in hurling. Many many people too numerous lo 
mention have contributed to the progress of Cuala C.A.A. dub over the years, and represented Ihe 
club with distinction at co-board kovel New players and members arc always welcome at Cuala and 
interested people should contact any dub member or member of the executive committee.

THE AIMS OF THE G.A.A. 



The Gaelic Athletic Association is a National Organis- 
ation, which has as its basic aim, the strengthening of the 

National Identity, a 32 County Ireland through the Preser- 
vation arvd promotion of Gaelic Games and pastimes. 

The Association further seeks to achieve its objectives 
through the active support of Irish Culture, with a constant 
emphasis on the importance of the preservation of the Irish 
Language and its greater usb in the life of the Nation, and, 
in the development of a community spirit, to foster an 
awareness and love of the National ideas in the people of 
Ireland. 

The objects of the Association shall be to foster, 
promote and control National games of hurling, camogie, 
gaelic football and handball and such other games as may 
be sanctioned and approved by Annual Congress. 



THE G.A.A. IN YOUR AREA 

In the Borough of Dun Laoghaire lots of people seem to 
be of the opinion that gaelic games are not as popular as 
other games, but yet, when we stop and think for a moment, 
it can be confidentially quoted that as far back as 1920 
hurling was played in the area, when a team based in the 
Dalkey area and which that early stage called themselves 
"CUALA" were actively engaged in unior hurling competi- 
tions. Some photographs in our possession taken of this team 
will bear out this statement. 

As the years passed other Units got together in the area, 
in the early 1950"s the present principal of Scoil Haroid, 
Dalkey Phoinsias O'Maolain, and a parent Jack Wallace, 
formed an under 13 football- team, this team compeated in 
what was then known as the "MARIAN LEAGUE", following 
on from this and adult team was formed in which a number 
of the U/13 team formed the backbone of this team, it was 
called St. Begnets, this team compeated successfully in 
Division "C" hurling, winning same. Further progress 



followed and the facous Dal key Mitchels Club was formed, 
with present day members, P. Q'Maolain, Noel O'Donoghue, 
Murt Gteeson, Mick Kennedy, John Bailed and many others 
were actively involved. 

During this time Dun Laaghaire were not standing idly 
by, (ate 1961 and early 1962, the Cuala Boy's Club was 
formed and an under 13 football team was entered in the 
Cuala League, men of the calibre of Dick Curran, Joe Ryan, 
Tom Holden, Harry Morton, Johnnie Robinson, Austin Duffy, 
Jim Sullivan, Seosamh O'Driscoil the late Tom Collins, and 
after a short while Mick Dunphy, were instrumental in the 
founding of this Club, and were active in the promotion of 
gaelic games in the Dun Lacghaire area, at this stage they 
received good assistance from ihe C.B.S. Ahllala Avenue. 
After a brief period in the Cuala League a team was entered 
in the South Dublin City Leagues, and success was not long 
away, when in 1963 this U/13 Football team won their first 
competition, beating Good Counsel, in Dunedin, Brother Kiely 
was very much to the fore in streamlining this outfit for this 
their first success under the auspices of the Dublin Subsidiary 
Boards. From then on more teams were entered in the 
Borough, and more trophies were won. The schools in the 
area competing In Schools competitions also figured 
prominently in those years. 



FIRST MAJOR BREAKTHROUGH 

The events of the sixties proved very successful, in 
1968 the first break through came in juvenile hurtling when 
the J oca I club won the County Dublin Juvenile (U/15) 
hurling championship, greater things were to come, the 
following year the club achieved its greatest achievement 
since its formation, creating a record in Dublin, that has not 
been accomplished by any other club, since or before, they 
won the U/15, U/16 and Minor Hurling Championship all in 
the one year. Michael HoUden, present day senior inter-county 
hurler, figured on all three teams. 

The seventy's came and again they brought their changes, 
and amalgmation between the Dalkey Club Dalkey Mitchels 
and the Dun Laoghaire Club, Cuala Casements was moothed 
and in 1974 after several meetings the clubs came together 



and no doubt there were some teething problems neverthe- 
less this amalgation worked very successful, and to prove 
this, ilast year the club really hit the headlines by winning the 
Intermediate Hurling Championship and so have achieved the 
ambition of all clubs to attain Senior status, and who knows 
maybe it will not be too long when we will be celebrating the 
winning of the Senior Hurling Championship. 



JUVENILE STRENGTH 



No club is complete without a strong juvenile section, 
and ;uala can hold their heads high in this respect. At the 
moment we have 8 juvenile teams competing in various 
under age 'leagues under the juristiction of the Dublin 
Juvenile Hurling Board, also a couple of very good under age 
football teams. We never had so many juvenile players 
actively involved in competitive games. With so many teams 
competing this also creates many problems from a manageria/ 
point of view as it takes plenty of mentors to look after the 
boys, preparing them for their respective games and trans- 
porting them each weekend for their various matches all over 
Dub' in. We have at the moment teams comepeting in the 
following groups. U/10, U/11, U/12, U/13, U/14, U/15 
U/16 minor and U/21's as well as adult teams in both 
hurling and football. As a parent of any of those boys, if you 
feel you can help in any way, no matter how small, please 
contact the Chairman of the juvenile section Mick Dunphy 
and he will advise you as to what you may be able to help. 
II you are not attached to any club at the moment and are 
inte-ested in the game, why not get involved, have a chat 
with any of the Officers of the Club and they will give you 
any information or advice necessary. 

The Cuala Club are very much indebted to the Christian 
Brothers in Dun Laoghaire down the years for their afforts 
in the promotion of the games at school level at a very early 
stage, the same can also be said of the other National Schools 
in the area, most of the Teachers are most co-operative and 
orJly too willing to help. The Club very much appreciate the 
work being done by these good people, and wish to thank 
them for their efforts. 



ANOTHER STEP FORWARD 



The recent purchase of the Sports Centre at Hyde Road, 
Dalkey by the Cuala Club is another step forward and can 
only do good for the promotion and development of a 
Community spirit in the area and will co-operate with and 
actively assist other organisations, the aims of which are the 
promotion of the Irish language, traditional dancing music 
and song and other aspects of Irish Culture. It can only do 
good for the club, again the club make a special appeal here 
for people to come forward and organise for us some form 
of activity or other, to occupy our juveniles especially during 
the long winter nights. Girls, we are not neglecting you, your 
help in the organisation of some youthful activity would be 
much appreciated.
